able, Under the peculiar ciroumstances 
of the position, the withdrawal of the 
Russian Embassy from Constantinople 
is porhaps divested of somo of the alarm- 


fing significance it might otherwise 


possess} still the stop is a significant one. 
It neoms, however, that the most import- 
ant statement of all that Reuter has 
flashed to us lately, is, to put it mildly, 
a blunder, The Russian army does not 
appear to ‘ave advanced upon dussy. 
We wero told ina telegram dated the 
16th instant that the Russian army- was 
crossing the Pruth, and marching upon 
the Roumanian town in question, The 
telegrama published last night, dated 
three days later, inform us that ‘the 
Czar has held an inspection of his army 
at Kischineff.” Alexander II, Emperor 
of all the Russias, taay be a very exalted 
peradnage, butwe can be soarcely expected 
to believe thot he reviewed an army at 
Kisohineff while it was somewhere in the 
neighbourhood of assy, Which are wo 
ta believe—that the army has not gone to 
Janay, or that it has not been reviewed by 
the Czar} Tho telegram announcing that 
the Persians had laid claim to Bagdad is 
also now conttadioted, and tho alleged 
Sunday “panic in London” seems .to 
lave chiefly existed among Reuter's 
employés. Very important ‘results fre- 
quently depend on these telegrams, which 
are doubtless sent not only to Hongkong, 
but to every quarter. of the globe; and 
Reuter ought certainly to exercise more

finding difficulty ih. providing for their 
barest maintenance, ho applied to. his 
relatives for the loan of a few tacls, with 
which, in 1851, he set out with some 
traders from hia own neighbourhood to 
endeavour toturn an honest penny insome 
commercial occtipation.

This sort of evidence 
may bo admitted in aid of the construction 
of written inatriments, to explain and fill 
up terms used in written instruments when 
the language, thoagh well understood by 
the parties, would appear to a common rea- 


der unintelligible. But it mubt never be, 


forgotten that it is to assist tho Court 
and Jury, and to.support but never to 
contradict the plain terms of a contract, 
not even to’ vary them, exprosely or by.

one of two contradictory clauses in a con- 
tract.

"The Obief Justies then delivered : the 
following jadgment :— f ar 
‘The cause of: Lembke 2. Oriental, Bunk 
Corporation, suit No. 19, was set* down. for 
hearing. before. me, sitting’ without .a-jury, 
to try the issues in law und: fact: according 
tothe provision 'in ‘that: behal? of. the Code | 
of Civil Procedure. Tho, hearing ocoupied 
the 19th and 20th December. I anxiousl: 
considered the facts and’ argumofits, and 
ave my decison in faver-of the plaintiff on 
the 12th of January last in a judgment at 
considerable perhaps an inconvenient length, 
. The defendants appealed against: that de-, 
cision to the Full Court, The appedl was 
argued on the 16th instant. I agree, with 
Mr Justice Snowden that the appeal came on 
rightly before us. .

The remains of Signo Blitz, who died at 
his residence in Philadelphia on Sunday 
last, after the funeral rervices which will be 
held ‘there |‘ to-morrow ‘afternoon, will be 
broughtto Brooklyn Thursday morning forin- 
termont in Cypress Hill Cemetery, The name 
of Bignor Blitz has. been a household word 
4n the land for nearly half century. His 
legerdemain, his canery-birds and his won~ 
derful ventriloquiam are known to everybody 
who has witnessed magloat all, and he was 
personally familiar with a wide oircle of 
noquaintance as.an upright and genial 
gentleman, Some time. since Signor Blitz 
was forced to give up his vontriloquism, 
owing to throat disease, Everybody remem~ 
bers how inimitable he was in this, and how 
the children fattened under the generous 
influence of hig conversations with “Bobby,” 
the tallsing doll, . -All his tricks were wonder- 
ful when he performed them, although they 
have become odmmon property now, and are 
for tole in the Grondway..shopa, like other 
material and comprehensible property to 
anybody who likes to'buy them, But the 
“dancing dinner plates” may not be manu- 
facturod or tranemitted, and nobody may
